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Continuation of (3) above: Applicant argues, "If the teachings of Anderson were added to those of Grawrock, then in addition to storing 
the boot block identifier of Grawrock, the combination might also perform the test of Anderson to determine whether the hardware and 
BIOS are compatible. However, neither the boot block identifier of Grawrock nor the reading of BIOS and hardware information of 
Anderson include writing the recited identity of the boot source." Examiner disagrees with this contention. As stated on page 3 of the 
Office Action of 3/27/06, Anderson requires a means for the computer to system to identify the location of each of the plurality of BlOSes 
stored on that system (Anderson, col. 3, lines 15-20 and 35-40; col. 5, lines 5-32). For example, in the embodiment of Anderson wherein 
multiple BlOSes are stored within an EEPROM memory device, each BIOS would have a unique memory address within said EEPROM 
indicating where that particular BIOS is located within the system. As the Anderson invention is clearly capable of knowing where each 
BIOS is in the system for the purpose of selecting one BIOS from a plurality stored on the system using the BIOS identifying data (col. 5, 
line 60 - col. 6, line 5), it then follows that the location of the BIOS must either inherently be a part of the BIOS identifying data, or at the 
very least would be obvious to include the location as part of the BIOS identifying data so as to better facilitate executing a crisis routine 
in the event of a BIOS mismatch (Ibid), i « 
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
